has been 80 for years, the facts prove. Con- 
sidering that the Northwest is the fleld 
which Canada has to offer to immigrants and 
considering that there has, not yet been 
employed in the immigration service any 
person who had a practical knowledge of 
the advantages and drawbacks incident to 
pioneer life in the Northwest, it is not 
wonderful that the service has beep a failure. 
It would have been most wonderful had it 
been anything else. On the authority of 
the Free Press, which is undoubtedly an 
authority on matters in which the present 
adininistratlon and the C. P. R. company 
are concerned, it appears that a new policy 
is to be entered upon, and that practical 
farmers from different districts in Manitoba 
and the Territories are to be sent to Europe 
to work up an immigration in the vicinity 
of their old homes; the management ot the 
scheme to be in the hands of the C. P. R. 
The Free Press gives many solid reasons why 
this is a proper policy and the one most 
likely to be successtul—reasons which must 
strike any one who gives the matter a mo- 
ment's thought—and no doubt it will receive 
unanimous endorsement and assistance 
throughout Manitoba and the Territories. 
There is just one point in the project as out- 
lined by the Frese Press that the BULLETIN 
cannot endorse and that is that a * goadly 
proportion” of these agents shall be 
sent to Scandinavia, Germany, Denmark, 
Russia and other countries on the European 
continent. No doubt it is rank heresy in 
the ears of land speculators and all others 
whose sole object in life is mak ing haste to 
be rich to say such a thing, but the BuLL IN 
believes that there is a bility, pf running 
the immigration idea into the ground.

It is a patent fact that thie railway is 
merely an extension of the C. P. R. system, 
entered upon under pressure of prospective 
competition, without which competition 
there is no probability that the 
scheme would have taken shape for years 
yet; which competition the four gentlemen 
particularly mentioned did all that in them 
lay to prevent. These gentlemen are just 
as much entitled to personal credit for the 
construction of the Red River Valley railway 
and ite branches, and for the Montana & 
Canada road as for the Caluary & Edmonton, 
They refused a charter to the Red River 
Valley, now the N. P. & M., as long as they 
could or dared, they refused a charter to the 
Montana & Canada up to the same limit, 
and it was the existence of these enterprises 
that compelled, atter many postponements, 
the construction of the Calgary & Edmonton 
to protect the interests of the masters of 
the government, that is to say, of the C. P. 
R. Ot course the people inhabiting the dis · 
trict to be served by the proposed road will 
be benefitted by itsconstruction,and through 
them the whole country, as well as the rajl- 
way, company. It is only right that they 
should be grateful for the advantages to be 
received, but their gratitude should not be 
misdirected. Their grutitude is due first 
to themselves for having in developing the 
country demonstrated the necegsity and 
advantage of according it railway facilities. 
In the next place to the competitive -entgr- 
prises which stirred the C. P. R. into action. 
And then ta those who, although the actual

Tus Winnipeg Commercial of a recent 
issue contains the following regarding the 
liquor question in the Northwest: The 
situation in the Territories as regards. the 
liquor question is not improving.

C. P. R. track in Cal- 
gary was tet to Mr. Laidlaw, who has a large 
railroading outfit and has been working on 
the Lethbridge line. Work will probably 
have comme this section of five 
miles by this time. The first sod was: turned 
on the north side of the C. P. R. treck east 
of the Elbow river and opposite the mouth 
ot Nose creek. McLeod's survey party have 
run a number of lines acres’ the Red Deer 
and are working north. A party includin 
Jas. Ross and D. D. Mann of the C. & E. an 
Lumsden engineer for the C. P. R. made a 
trip along the line to Barnett's st 
place north of the Blind Man river With a 
view to selecting the line upon which the 
crossing should be made. Barnett’s is 4 
point which will be touched no matter where 
the Red Deer is crossed, and it is almost 
certain thatthe line will be completed at 
least that fer this season. Thos. Stewart and 
R. F. Shaw have a contract’ of putting u 
300 tons of hay near Barnett’s and very mur 
more is‘contracted for by the railway com- 
pany at the same point. R. F. Shaw is driv- 
ing the railway party. It is the intention of 
the party to go from Barnett’s south along 
the line to Macleod and then return north, 
coming through to Edthonton, which they 
will reach sometime in August. Inside a 
very few weeks. there will be a thousand 
men at work on the road.

TURNING THE FIRST SOD. 

Calgary had a huge time on July 21st, the 
occasion being the formal turning of the 
first sod of the Calgary & Edmonton railway 
by the minister of interior. About 2,000 
people were present. A brass band, bau- 
pipes and the fire brigade in uniform added 
to the attractions of the occasion. 

Mayor Lafferty read an address to tie 
minister of interior suitable to the occasion 
thanking him for his efforts in behalf of the 
road, to which Mr. Dewdney replied ' at con- 
siderable ‘length. He credited to Sir John 
A. Macdonald and D. W. Davis, M. P. the 
financial aid secured from parliament; ex- 

ressed the fullest confidence in the mem- 

rs of the construction company and spoke 
of the bright prospects befere Calgary if ite 
advantages were utilized as they no doubt 
would be. 

The mayor then read an address to the 
president and directors of the Calwary & Ed- 
monton railway company, complimenting 
them highly, to which Jas. Ross replied. 
He said he was no longer a director of the 
Calgary & Edmonton company; spoke of the 
resources of the country requiring a railway 
and of the personal assistance given the pro- 
ject by Sir John A. Macdonald, 

Nicol. Kingsmill. of the railway compan 
spoke ofthe remarkable expeditien wit 
which the road had been Fot under way 
once the financial preliminaries were settled. 
He also alluded at length to the personal 
assistance given by Sir John A, Macdonald, 
Hon. Mr. Dewdney, D. W. Davis, M. P. and 


A. W. Ross, M. P. 

The formal turning of the sod by Mr. 
Dewdney. followed and was succeeded by a 
grand open air dinner at which an ox roast- 
ed whole constituted an attractive novelty 
worthy of the great occasion, 

At the conclusion o: the dinner Rev. Leo 
Guetz of Red Deer, spoke eloquently of the 
advantages of the Red Deer country, of the 
trials of pionvers, and of what was ‘being 
done towards the development of the North- 
west in general and Alberta in particular by 
the present government's railway and other 
policies, 

D. W. Davis, M. P. gave reminiscences of 
the establishment of Caluary—he bad been 
the first to establish business there—and 
spoke ofthe changes that had since taken 
place not only there but throughout the 
west. He spoke of the feeling that the road 
should have been built south but said that it 
had been decided to build 125 miles north 
this year and that next year the road would 
be completed to the United States boundary. 
In speaking of the resources of the country, 
he advised those who desired to go yo in 
mixed farming to go north of High river and 
those who desired to follow ranching to go 
south. He did not believe in running down 
anz part of the country.

J. C. C. Bremner of Clover Bar this season 
clipped 246} pounds of wool from his flock of 
20 sheep, an average of 8} pounds to the 
He. Sixteen of the sheep were between 
two and three Sears ald and the remainder 
year olds. The wool sold in Calgary at 110 
a pound. One eighteen months o'd wether, 
killed this season, dressed 100 pounds. Mr. 
Breniner had an increase of 21 lambs from 
12 ewes, and no losses. He attributes his 
freedom from loss of lambs by the cayotes 
and foxes to the work of a thorough-bred 
stag hound which He purchaséd in Manches- 
ter, England, over a year ago at a cost of £50, 
or $200. This dog has no difficulty in run-—- 
ning down and killing a coyote, and during 
the winter he killed a number of coyotes and 
foxes. Although sudden death to coyotes 
he does not attempt to injure the sheep or 
lambs. Mr. Bremner has a pair of these 
hounds, both thorough-breds. 


Coutn FRASER, trader, who arrived from 
Chipewyan, Lake Athabasca, an Monday has 
sold out his business and furs at Chipewyan 
to the H. B. Co. The H. 8. Co. are now 
sole traders at Chipewyan and in all the 
region to the northward, except that P. 
Pruden of Lac la Biche hasa small outfit 
there. Fur was abundant last winter in the 
Athabasca district and there was little or no 
starvation amongst the Indians, although 
fish were scarce towards spring. The grip 
epidemic did not reach so far north and the 
general health of the Indians wasgood. The 
early part of the winter was mild, but the 
latter part was severe andthe spring was 
very late. indeed the boats coming from 
the Mackenzie could scarcely pass the ice in 
Great Slave lake when coining south and the 
last of the ice only left Lake Athabosca 
about July lst. The water in the Athabasca 
was at a Food stage when the steamer came 
up, and she did not require to use a line 
between Grand Krpids and the Landing. 
She has only made two trips this season and 
will not likely make another as there is very 
little freight at the Landing for her.
